AN ACT to amend 990.01 (46); to repeal and recreate 990.001 (1) and
990.01 (29) and (48); and to create 990.001 (8m) of the statutes, re-
Iating to the adoption of certain definitions and statements from the
uniform statutory construction act. .

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate and assembly,
do enact as follows:

- SEcTION 1. 990.001 (1) of the statutes is repealed and recreated to

read: ‘ .

. 990.001 (1) SINGULAR AND PLURAL. The singular includes the plural,

and the plural includes the singular. '
SECTION 2. 990.001 (8m) of the statutes is created to read:

990.001 (8m) QUORUM. A quorum of a public body is a majority of
the number of members fixed by law.

SECTION 3. 990.01 (29) of the statutes is repealed and recreated
to read:

990.01 (29) POPULATION. “Population” means that shown by the most
recent regular or special federal census.

SECTION 4. 990,01 (46) of the statutes is amended to read:

990.01 (46) “Week” means 7 consecutive days.

SECTION 5. 990.01 (48) of the statutes is repealed and recreated to
read:

990.01 (48) WRITTEN OR IN WRITING. “Written” or “in writing” in-
cludes any representation of words, letters, symbols or figures. This sub-
section does not affect any law relating to signatures.
